tion providing for an additional 
issuance of not to exceed $10,000,- 
000 in bonds, proceeds from the 
eale of which are to be used as 
bonus payments to Ohio veterans 
of the recent world war. The sen- 
ate, also is asked to confirm re- 
cess appointments made by Gov- 
ernor Davis. 


In his new proclamation, ad- 


vancing the special legislative ses- 
sion two weeks, Governor Davis JS 
complying with the recommenda- 
tions of prominent state 
officials 


and officers of the American le- 
gion of Ohio, who desire submis- 
sion of the proposed constitunon- 
al amendment at the August pri-, 
maries, instead of at the Novemb- 
er election. 


"It has been represented to me 


by ex-service men that postpone- 
ment of such constitutional amend 
ment proposal to the electorate 
till that time (November) will en- 
tail hardship upon those ex-service 
men whose adjusted compensation 
will be unpaid when the present
